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REMARKS 



Hie applicants have studied the Office Action dated November 24, 2003. C aims 1, 22, 
31 and 32 have been amended. It is submitted that the application is in condition foi allowance. 
Reconsideration and allowance of all of the claims in view of the following ismarks are 
respectfully requested. 

Independent claims 1, 22, 31, and 32 have been amended to more clearly include using 
the round trip delays of the mobile stations to determine whether the mobile staions are in 
bandofF mode or not. This mechanism is neither taught nor suggested by the pri >r art cited. 
Accordingly independent claims 1, 22, 31, and 32 are patentable as are all dependant :laims. 

No new matter is added. Support for the amendments is found on page 5 Ui es 1 1-23 of 
the specification: 

"The third mechanism includes a load-balancing broker that receive: < 
indication. The load-balancing broker communicates with a pilot data jase 
and selector elements. The selector elements are positioned on a 
station controller and are in communication with channel elements 
base station transceiver subsystem associated with the cell and 
corresponding frequency. The load-balancing broker includts a 
mechanism for finding mobile stations that are not currently undergoing 
handoff, that are operating within a predetermined restricted region a bout 
the base station transceiver subsystem, and that are associated with 
frequencies specified via the indication. Mobile stations operating wit lin a 
restricted region have round trip delays (RTD's) less than a configu *ble 
round trip delay threshold. Upon finding these mobile stations 
available target frequencies, the load-balancing broker issues a load 
request to the selector elements that are handling calls to these nubile 
stations." 
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In view of the foregoing, it is respectfully submitted that the application and all of the 
claims are in condition for allowance. Reexamination and reconsideration of the ap rtication are 
requested.
